The true object of the gathering is to build up the kingdom of God, that the 
honest. in heart, ‘living and dead, may be redeemed, and righteousness and 
immortality prevail upon the earth, This great work cannot be accomplished 
by gaining this world’s riches, but by an unflinching obedience to the com- 


mands and precepts of the Almighty. Every Saint that emigrates should 
come with this object, or it will be loss to him. When this object is faithfully 
kept in view, the reward is certain. As God has set his hand to gather Israel 
from every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, it is not to be sup- 
posed that he will trifle with hypocrites, They may expect the mask of 
hypocrisy to be torn from them, and their true character to be exposed.” 

A Voice From THE East InNpres.—The following is an abstract of a letter 
from Brother William W. Jones, Sergeant Major of the 36th Regiment Madras 
Native Infantry, written at Madras, East Indies. The letter was without 
date, but bore the Bombay post mark of April 21st : 

“No doubt you will be glad to hear from this far-off land, and to know that 
I have not forgotten the covenants made with my God at the- waters of bap- 
tism, and that I am trying (although under difficulties), by the assistance of 
the Spirit of God, to keep his commandments. It is.now nearly sixteen 
years since I left England with my regiment, the 2nd Battalion 19th Foot, to 
proceed to British Burmah. In the regiment there were two sisters and three 
brethren, in good standing. Three I baptized myself, ‘but the climate of India 
did not agree with them long, and, one by one, they left me and returned to 
their native country, England, invalided. Since then I have failed to find 
any more in the army in this country. Still I have never grown weary in well 
doing. I have continued to’ warn my old comrades, and all with whom I 
have come in contact. Some have seriously listened, and have been obliged 
to confess that the doctrines of “ Mormonism” are true. I have pointed out 
to them the way of escape ‘from the terrible and awful judgments and cala- 
mities that are awaiting the nations of the earth. I have never ceased to bear 
my testimony that Joseph Smith was the Prophet of the Lord, and was set 
apart by the Holy One of Israel, and divinely chosen by Him to establish his 
Church and Kingdom again on the earth, and to proclaim ‘the everlasting 
Gospel to the inhabitants thereof, and prepare them for the second coming of 
the Messiah. What a glorious day it was for me to hear the glad sound of the 
everlasting Gospel, and to see the errors of the sectarian churches, (in one of 


which sects I was a traveling local preacher,) and not only to hear, but to obey: 


the heavenly command by being baptized, by immersion in water, for the 
remission of my sins, and have hands laid on my head for the reception of the 


Holy Ghost, by which Spirit I am enabled to hold sweet communion with my. 


God, at all times, in danger, trouble or sickness. This causes my heart to 
rejoice, to have the glorious priesthood upon me, by which I can “see the 
kingdom of God.”: I rejoice'in the priesthood ; it cheers me, and makes me 
strong in the faith of the Lord Jesus. It was a happy day to me when I was 
chosen as a servant of Christ, to proclaim the everlasting Gospel to my 
fellow-creatures around me,. The Lord blessed the preaching of his word, to 
the bringing into his Church the honest in heart, some of whom are now 
rejoicing in the Valleys of the Mountains. 
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““T. have not heard from my native land for.a long time; now; it is twelve 
years since I heard from Brother Preston, whose counsel was. most. acceptable 

to me, after leaving the society of the servants and. people of God in England. 
He also sent me out some STARS, whieh I received safe. ‘The Lord willing, IT 
shall leave India sometime in N ovember of this year, only, a few months more, : 
if my heavenly Father is willing to let me. tk:

to visit about twenty-five families, all 
of whom had one or more sick wi 
the small-pox. They also wished me 
to administer to the sick, which I did. 
I was called upon to visit from ten to 
twenty families a day for four days 
after my arrival, and administering to 
their sick. The power of the Lord 
was made manifest to such a degree 
that nearly all I administered to re- 
covered. e disease was spreadin; 
80 that I was unable to visit 
all the houses.. One morning about 
eight o’clock one of the Zuni women 
came for me to go and visit the sick ; 
she took me to a house which had a 
large room in it, about twenty by forty 
feet. When I entered the room 
found they had gathered the sick from 
all parts of the en till they had 
completely filled the house. The 
stench that arose and the horrible 
sight that met m weg is beyond de- 
scription. They a Spaniard there, 
who understood the Zuni language, 
for an interpreter, who told me they 
wanted me to administer to all those 
who were sick in the room. I bei 
the only elder in the village it seem 
to be a great task to administer to so 
many, but I called on the Lord to 
strengthen me. I commenced, and 
as fast as I administered to them they 
were reinoved, but other sick ones 
were continually being brought in. 
It was late in the afternoon before I 
could perceive that they began to 
diminish in numbers. en I had 
administered to the last one and went 
yor Ba ag sun had set and it was getti 
dark. . The Spaniard who had staye 
there all day asked me if I knew how 
many I had prayed for. I told him 
that I did not keep count ; he said he 
had and that it was 406. The next 
morning my arms were so sore that I 
could hardly move them.

months preaching to the Mexican: 
ew Mentce, When I arrived 
at Savoia on my return, I was inform- 
ed by the brethren that the minister 
who opposed me at Zuni had passed 
there and was nearly dead with the 
consumption. When I arrived at 
Zuni [ was told by some of the most: 


reliable Zunis that all that I had ad- 
ministered to recovered, excepting 
‘five or six that the minister gave 
medicine, and four or five that the 
medicine man had tried to cure by 
magic. The medicine man that op- 
posed me had died during my absence, © 
and the Navajo, who opposed me, on 
returning home, was killed by his 
people to keep the small-pox from 
sp ng among them. ee 
This is a true statement of the man- 
ner in which the power of God was 
made manifest among the Zunis, and 
also the judgments of God which 
followed some of those who rat 
it. It seemed that I was, by’ the 
providence of God, cast among chien : 
and I felt that I was one of the weak- 
est of my brethren, and to ask the 
Lord to strengthen me if it was his 
will to make his power manifest 
through me. If the Lord had not 
strengthened me I could not have 
borne up under what I passed through 
at Zuni.

“Why, all but me, so they say. 
He cured them in a large house. 
He did lay his hands on lots in four 
houses.” | 

“Which man’s house, in this crowd, 
did he do this in?” 

“That man says he did in his house, 
and that children were brought in to 
him, and those that were big enough 
and able to walk, came, and he cured 
all that he laid his hands on, though 
some died afterwards.”

Eliza, and not less than forty Zunis.

Tvins, passed through the main village 
and learned through some of our Zuni 
brethren that there had been from 150 
to 200 deaths, but at the time we 
— the disease was abating. About 

wenty miles distant, at my house in 
Savoindette, we found Elder Ha 
who was quite sick from exposure an 
the effects of administering to so many 
sick people. We administered to him, 
and he was better. He revealed to 
us his experience in administering to 
the Zunis and the power of God in 
healing the sick. I will now give you 
a copy of a statement made by brother 
H on the 28rd of February, 1879, 
while at Bagley, on his way to the 
Apache Indians : 

‘On the 27th of January, 1878, I 
administered from 8 a.m, until sun 
down, and made short ceremonies. A 
Mexican was present, who was very 
friendly. He followed me to where 
the sick came. He told me that I had 
administered to 406. I kept no count 
of the number. I had administered to 
several at a private house, when a 
Zuni woman came and wished me to 
go and see some sick persens, and I 
went to a hall which I judged to be 
20x 40 feet in dimensions, I think 
that there were about 75 persons in 
the room. A loathsome sensation 
came over me, as I beheld their fearful 
condition, As I commenced admini- 
stering this fealing left, After admin- 
istering to them they were taken out, 
and others were brought in. These 
were mostly children. Some that 
were brought appeared to be well.

The day passed rapidly, and after I 
got out into the open air, I felt sick, 
and the sun had gone down. 

“A Presbyterian school-teacher in 
the employ of the United States Gov- 
ernment, named Parmer, when he 
found what was done, ordered me 
away, when I went to Savoindette to 
your house, where you found me,

This is, in substance, as related to 
me one year ago, Brother Harris sa 
he cannot be positive as to dates, bu 
believes he is about correct.

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GRAND POPULAR DEMONSTRATION. 


In a communication from Brother J. Jaques, in this number of the Star, 
mention is made of a grand popular demonstration that occurred in Salt Lake 
City, on May 6th. It took the form of a great ovation to Counselor D. H. 
Wells, a gentleman esteemed and beloved by tens of thousands of people. 

That our readers may have a correct conception of the cause of the remark- 
able ebulition of popular sentiment, we will briefly allude to its cause. 
General Wells was summoned, as a witness, to give evidence during the pro- 
gress of the trial of a case in the United States District Court. In the course 
of examination the prosecuting attorney, P. T. Van Zile, asked the witness 
some questions as to the character of the robes or clothing worn in the 
observance of sacred ceremonies pertaining to the religion of the Latter-day 
Saints. Although the questions had no relevancy to the case at issue, Judge 
P. H. Emerson decided that they must be answered. General Wells con- 
tinuing to decline to answer, proceedings were entered against him for con- 
tempt, he, at the same time, protesting that his silence was not induced by 
any disrespect for the Court. But we will give the final answer of the witness, 
given on Saturday, May 3rd, which embodies one of the noblest sentiments 
that ever fell from human lips : “I declined to answet, that question yester- 
day, and do so to-day, because I am under moral and d obligations not 
to answer, and it is interwoven in my character never betray a omens a 
brother, my country, my God or my religion.” 

Judge Emerson, who is utterly incapable of appreciating a eadtion 80 
manly and patriotic as that taken by General Wells, instead of protecting 
him, as he had the legal right to do, in refusing to be recreant to obligations 
most sacred, sentenced him to pay a fine of one hundred dol and to im- 
prisonment for two days. Thus, by judicial tyranny, Gen Wells, a highly 
respected citizen, a gentleman who has ‘rendered excellent service to his 
country, was subjected to the indignity of incarceration in a place designed 
for the confinement of felons, for doing what every right-minded person could 
not otherwise than regard as his plain and unqualified duty. 


The News and Heraid contain details of the- ‘great ovation to Chinieslier 
Wells, which greeted him after his exit from the prison. We learn, from pri- 
vate sources, that the cortege and the people who lined the streets must have 
numbered from 20,000 to 25,000 men, women and children, carrying flags, 
banners and mottoes. The various organizations of the priesthood were re- 
presented in their order, together with the mayors and councils of various 
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- cities besides those of Salt Lake City. The Ladies’ Relief Societies, Young 
Men’s Mutual Improvement Associations, Sunday schools and the Salt 
Lake City Fire Brigade, were represented in great force. The whole was 
headed by the venerable President John Taylor, who was the first to meet 
and greet General Wells. We take from the News, the following impromptu 
addresses delivered on the occasion of the meeting : 
President John Taylor said : 
President Wells, In behalf of the community who feel outraged by the treat- 


ment you have received, I — to present to oa the confidence, the respect, 
the oa and the esteem of the people whose hearts, feelings and affections 
arewithyou 


We do not comé here to interfere with any matters pertaining to the action 
of courts ; we leave an intelligent public to act upon that matter and to judge 
according to their wisdom and discretion. But we have come to exhibit to 
you our esteem and to show you that whilst you are true to your friends, your 
—— your country, and your God, that your friends are equally true to 
you. You see exhibite before you the spontaneous feeling of this vast people 
who have come to meet and to honor the man who, rather than submit to be- 
by: his friends, his country and his God, would permit himself to be deprived 
of liberty and be immured in prison. We have come, General Wells, to wipe 
away a stain sought to be heaped upon you by the bigoted, unreflecting and 
thoughtless, and this demonstration is the spontaneous impulse and action of 
@ generou neg emer, kind-hearted and friendly people. For this purpose we 
have assembled here to-day ; and in behalf of this whole community, I tender 
to you our sincere regards and our most heartfelt sympathy.” 


General D, H. Wells replied : 


I will simply say that I should feel exceedingly sorry for myself if I felt, 
for a single moment, that any of my friends supposed or could entertain the 
idea that I could do otherwise than I have done. _ I would be sorry for my- 
self to feel, or even to think for a moment, that I could swerve from my ao 
to the covenant which I have had the privilege, yes, the inestimable privilege, 
of oe with my God. I can well afford to suffer bonds, fines and imprison- 
ment, and even death if necessary—which by the way has no terrors for me— 
but to forfeit my Pagpodate with you, my brethren, or a single particle of that 
confidence which is reposed in me by the people of God, through violating the 
sacred and holy covenants we have entered into, I could not afford. at 
would indeed be a source of sorrow and regret, not only through time but for 

My treatment, at the hands of the United States officers during my imprison- 
ment has been civil and courteous. eS. , 

I feel happy and well; and am rejoiced to meet you, though I did not ex- 
pect any such demonstration as this, I thank you heartily; but not, how- 
ever, so much for myself as the expression of your feelings to sustain the prin- 
~ I know that you are my friends and that you are the friends of the 
Most High God ; and I pray that I may ever be worthy of your confidence and 
esteem, and be the friend of the Lord, I will not detain you ; but in the ful- 
ness of my heart I say, God bless you forever ; and again thank you for this 
expression of your kindness and love. | 


. The proceedings terminated with an immense meeting in the large Taber- 
nacle. Notwithstanding that the building holds in the vicinity of 13,000, 
thousands were:unable to gain admittance. Speeches were made, and music 
was supplied by seven bands that were present during the proceedings. 

Numbers of persons offered freely to pay the fine imposed by the Court, 
signifying they would esteem it a privilege to have the opportunity to thus 


. 
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admiration of the conduct of General Wells. These: kindly considerations 
were, however, declined, in deference to the feelings of the people, who desired 
the opportunity of still further exhibiting their sentiments on the subject. 
It was therefore thought best. to:make the payment by donations of not. more 
than five cents from each person, that not less than 2,000 might be able. to 
participate. 

This spontaneous outburst of popular feeling. on the part of the Latter-day 
Saints, i is significant of two grand facts. It shows their intense: sensitiveness 
regarding, and disapproval of, the encroachments of prejudice and bigotry, 
from every source, upon their rights to enjoy “ life; liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness.” They manifest a most commendable anxiety to preserve their 
religious liberties from infringement. ‘The next fact is the unanimity of their 
position regarding the sacred obligations relating to their religion with that. 
taken by Counselor Wells. This shows them to be a noble people, true to. 
their convictions, and, therefore, entitled to the respect of God and all good 
men and women. Such a community is like an oasis in the world’s dreary 
desert of chicanery, treachery, deceit and unblushing mendacity. 


LIFTING UP THEIR VOICES.

The cheerful character of the reports coming in from the several conferences 
and missions is, to us, a source of much pleasure. Baptisms are increasing in. 
frequency, and the elders, in their communications, give evidence of cheerful- 
ness and faith, incited by the encouraging character of the prospects of the 
future. 

- We esteem it a privilege to be associated in ‘ie ministry’ with such elders, 

as a class, as are now engaged in the missionary field in this part of the world.

brethren also, are vigorously pushing this department of the labor of love. _ 

In making this call upon the brethren, which has met with such a hearty 
response, we do not direct others to engage in a work in which we are un- 
willing to take part. We are more than ready to join with them in a labor s 80 - 
necessary, and do not fail to do 86, when opportunity presents. 

Each Sabbath, when the weather i is fine, is utilized for out-door meetings in 
Liverpool, quite a number having been held during the season. Elder James. 
Purdie, president of the branch, aided by other local brethren, generally 
selects the sites for preaching. On Sunday afternoon, May 25th, four open-

BOOK OF DOCTRINE AND COVENANTS. 


~ On Monday, May 5th, Elder Orson Pratt received a letter from President John 
Taylor, informing him that the Council of the Twelve Apostles had decided that 
he should remain in England and obtain electro-plates for a new edition of the 
Book of Doctrine and Covenants. As the getting out of the references for this 
standard work involves considerable labor, and it was the desire of the Twelve 
that Elder Pratt should return home as early as convenient and practicable, 
President Taylor advised him to summon to his aid what help he might re- 
quire. Elder Nicholson was named as one to give what time he could 
spare from his other labors, which he is consequently doing. In addition, . 
Elders Hugh Findlay, John Rider and Moroni Snow were called on to help 
and are now and have been for some time engaged, under the supervision of 
Elder Pratt, aiding the latter in getting out the references, and he is therefore, 
with this assistance, progressing very rapidly with this preparatory work 
for the proposed new edition. 

As soon as the work is sufficiently advanced to warrant it, Elder Pratt, ac- 
companied by Elder Joseph Bull, who will assist him, will proceed to London, 
where the type will be set and the electro-plates obtained. The size of the 
type will be similar to that used for the latest American edition. An edition 
will be published, from the forth-coming plates, at this office. :

Remrrrinc Monzy.—Considerable difficulty is caused in this Office through 
the Saints in Utah remitting money, for their friends, by Post Office Orders 
made payable to William Budge, without an accompanying notification speci- 
fying for whose benefit the money is intended. The Orders are sent by the 
officers of the Post Office, and therefore cannot be accompanied by the neces- 
sary advice. Seperate notifications in letters are not sufficient to obviate the 
difficulty, as there are no names on the orders, and we frequently receive quite 
@ number of them together. In consequence, we have sometimes to retain 
orders here a long time, until further advised. On this account, parties for 
whom the remittances are intended are occasionally delayed in their departure 
for Utah. 

When money is sent through this Office, we request that it be done by 
means of Church drafts, which can be obtained by forwarding the money to 
the office of President John Taylor, Salt Lake City. When it is the desire of 
the remitter that the moncy is to be used for “emigration only,” this should 
be specified upon the draft. 

We receive a large number of letters asking us to furnish tefoemation of 
various kinds, of a personal character. To insure replies we suggest that the 
persons making the inquiries enclose sufficient to cover the cost of postage.

A Fioatine Patace.—On Saturday afternoon, May 24th, by courtesy of 
Mr. Geo. Ramsden, President Budge, and a small party of the brethren, had 
the opportunity of sailing around the new mail steamer Avrzzona, and also 
going on board and having a look through that magnificient vessel. She was 
built on the Clyde and is the largest mail steamer afloat with the exception of 
one, and we doubt if there be anything handsomer on the seas. She is 465 feet 
in length, 46 feet in the breadth of her beam, and 37 feet 6 inches depth of hold, 
and nearly 6,000 tons burthen. She is a model of beauty in her external 
appearance, and the fittings and decorations of her interior apparently embody 
everything that good taste could invent and money procure to delight the eye 
and insure the comfort of those who take passage in her. The Arizona com- 
prises in her machinery and general build and arrangement every improve- 
‘ment known to modern marine architecture. Great expectations are indulged. 
in regarding her capacity for speed. She started out on her first trip to New 
York on Saturday, May 3lst, under command of Captain J. Price, sen. 
Messrs. Guion & Co. have, in the Arizona, one of the finest vessels that ever 
sped over the Atlantic. 


PLENTY oF ReLicion.—A Shetland paper, speaking of religious matters in 
the town of Scalloway, thus incidentally alludes to the labors there of Elder 
George Meldrum :
